ENCHANTER’S GOOD RACE. 



The pat’ODs of Harlem yesterday showed 
upon their faces aDd in their actions marked 
discomfort. The man who had worn his winter 
overcoat was too warm; he of the summer suit 
was too cool. It was alone the citizen rigged 
“twixt and between” that was comfot table. 
The showers of the early morning wrought no 
injury to the track and only sixteen per cent of 
the seventy-eight entries were scratched. After 
the "all weighed out” bell for the first race had 
sounded there was another jingle and the order 
came to do no business. W. J. Speirs was called 
for. and later the announcement came “Put 
Rutter on Shinfan«.” Bloss had been posted to 
ride this horse, and Sheppard Boardman, but 
now Bloss was posted on sink’s colt. 

Fontainebleu was made favorite of the seven- 
teen starters for the opening race at 8 to 5. Mr. 
Rodegap said. “I don’t know’ what may happen. 
It looks as if 1 had had everything, and for 
Foutainebleu’s last, start I paid $50 (he was left 
at the post in a stake race won by Jinks at 
Hawthorne), but maybe something new will 
hit me today, although in Fontainebleu, Her 
Favor and Ferroll they say I have a good 
chance to win three races.” 

Alt interest in the first race was subordinated 
to that manifested when jockey A1 Shaw, J. S. 
Campbell’s rider, was thrown by the stumbling 
of Calchas and rolling over many times stiff- 
ened out and lay on his back as if dead. The 
accident happened just inside the last eighth 
post and was due to no interference whatever, 
the horse being n ar the rear. Shaw fell 
squarely on his head aBd as his neck doubled 
over his escape from instant death is miracu- 
lous. When picked up by George Withers- 
fifty men aiding to carry him to the jockey 
room— the boy’s hands were seen to move and 
everybody breathed easier Shaw, when exam-, 
ined, was found to be hurt scarcely at all bar a 
severe shaking up. He was to have ridden El 
Mido in the third race but Everett was substi- 
tuted. 

Fontainebleu, off in front, was not headed 
and won in a drive from Nellie Fomo, who was 
always as good as third. Pat Cleburne finished 
third, after racing the winner head and head at 
the last eighth. Hi Kollar ran prominently for 
Learly three-eighths of a mile. No others were 
dangerous at any time. Shinfane delayed the 
start, finally got away badly and could never 
get up. 

Red Gidd dodged off in front to a fair start 
in the second race, attended by Heigh Ho and 
Her Favor. At the half the latter had taken 
second place, and J. Reiff on Heigh Ho from 
this on seemed to get tangled up on the inside 
fence, so that the favorite finished just back of 
Muskadine, who got the third money. Her 
Favor gained the lead on the upper turn and 
opened a gap of three lengths. Red Gidd died 
off as usual, and Branch, always as good as 
fourth, was alone left to do battle for first 
honors. At the final sixteenth Her Favor was 
sent to the whip, seeing which, Hothersall on 
Branch, took a strong hold, evidently thinking 
to steady his horse and wait for the leader to 
quit. An instant later Hothersall got rattled, 
let go all holds and began whipping. Branch, 
full of run, now swerved in and it was an acci- 
dent that he d d not foul Her Favor. Straight- 
ened up, however, he ran home the winner. 
The third horse was beaten three lengths, and 
behind Heigh Ho, close up, were Star and 
Crescent and Cyril, who was last away from the 
post. Waubun showed weil up in going to the 
half. 

Colonel Clark must have seen something dis- 
pleasing to him in the third race, as he not only 
bad the jockeys stopped at the stand on their 
way to the post, but also interviewed Pat 
Dunne and Nick Hall, the owners respectively 
of Survivor and Canace. The latter horse did 
not look well and probably has had too much 
of it. Jihnny Campbell started El Mido and 
bet on the colt, being quoted % as saying, “Ho 
could give Canace twenty pounds last winter in 
California.” El Mido beat Canace, but only 
finished fourth, the race being won by Oleska 
in easy fashion. Atone of her Chicago starts 
. this filly was third in high-class company, but 
Scame out later and ran "nowhere” in a race 
won by Antiquary . The last-named horse was 
strongly backed yesterday (from 7 down to 4), 
but after leading nearly all the way he could no 
no better than second. Suivivoi finished third, 
close up, it being the general opinion that he 
should have won. When third, in the back- 
stretcb, he was badly cut off. The start was an 
excellent one, and so closely together were the j 
horses three-eighths from home that any one of 
them had a chance to win. 

The bookmakers laid all kinds of prices at 
the opening of the betting against everything 
except Charley Christy (he advanced from 4 up 
to 54 to 1) Dare II and Topmast and as to tin 
latter horse “nothing” appeared against his 



name for some minutes. All were well away 
except Roger B, who, finishing fourth probably 
ran i early as good a race as the winner. Harry 
McCouch (a new comer) and Brother Fred set 
the pace and opened a gap of three lengths on 
Topmast opposite the betting ring. Harry Me- 
Couch quit on the upper turn and finished 
“absolutely,” but Brother Fred lasted in the 
front rank to the last eighth post. Topmast 
fell back (playing a waiting game) and was 
two open lengths behind the front division 
rounding the upper turn. Meantime Charley 
Christy had gone to “the crabs” in front, and 
so when he hit the homestretch was ready to 
make a run to the wire hard to beat. C. Sloan 
on Topmast found such to be the case, and he 
could never catch Schorr’s reliable campaigner 
Charley Christy beating Topmast in a hard 
drive. Some lengths behind came Dare II just 
beating Roger B. Dare II was either shut out 
or taken back in going to the first turn. 
Treachery was many lengths behind all others 
at the half mile ground. 

Enchanter showed himself a good weight car- 
rier by taking up 124 pounds, breaking from the 
rear and taking the lead in the first eighth 
(said to have been run better than twelve sec- 
onds), then going on and w’inning easily from 
the two-year-old filly Iris, who had been backed 
from 12 down to 5 to 1. King Bermuda was sec- 
ond until the last fifty yards and finished many 
lengths better than the fourth horse, N. N. 
Kaufman, who had been backed from 200 to 
1 down to 60. Stamina also received good sup- 
port, but did nothing to justify it. 

Borden got off m front, but Caywood allowed 
first Farley and then Ferroll to take command, 
always lying close up and coming on from the 
last sixteenth, from which point 100 to 1 was 
offered that Borden would win, which he did 
cleverly by three lengths. Tom Toher nipped 
Miss Dooley for the place, both hard ridden 
through the homestretch. Count Fonso was in 
the front of the bunch two lengths behind Miss 
Dooley. Farley lasted in front to the betting 
ring. Daily Racing Form showed his colors 
third at the end of the first sixteenth. 

The sun came out late in the afternoon and 
Saturday’s stake race will be run on a fast track 
and most likely under a cloudless sky. It is to 
be hoped that such will be the case because 
the card for the day is one of the best that has 
yet be-n offered at Harlem and that is saying a 
good deal. 

McNickle, on Canace, in fear of the judge’s 
warning, and finding it hard to get his filly 
going, made his run entirely too soon, and so, 
from having a prominent position at the last 
eighth, was quickly beaten. 

Illinois Central trains for Hawthorne will not 
stop at Wabash Avenue for a time because of 
the work of ciack elevation now in progress at 
that point. Stops at other stations will be as 
during the last meeting. 

Agnes C. and George Lee, now the property 
of James Arthur, who has had such success 
with Diggs, were sold by Ed Corrigan some 
weeks ago. 

Instead of “two bustlers” owning Barrisso the 
parties are a pair of reputable mule traders of 
St Louis, a matter set right by Messrs. Poole 
and Cahn 

Wash Norval will be at Harlem until 10 a. m. 
today to receive entries for Monday’s Haw- 
thorne’s races. 

Gus Koch was down from Milwaukee. He 
says that Grey John was a great tip up at his 

town. 

W. H. (“Hops”) Laudeman says that he ex- 
pects to stay in Chicago for some weeks.
